Reaching Jefferson they again equipped themselves and started on 
an expedition to look up some old land claims on Elk River and 
reached the river about where the farm, now known as the Kelso 
farm, is located. They followed the river to the mouth of Norris 
Creek, where they found an encampment of Indians. My father 

was quite sick, and an old Indian gave him some medicine and the 
next morning he was entirely restored, Continuing down the river 
they came across a branch of considerable size which they crossed 
upon a bridge made of poles and cane, Following the branch a 
Short distance they came to a very fine boiling spring of fine 
water, clear and cool, which it is said he called "Crooked 
Spring," The spring afterwards became quite a rendezvous for 
picnics, barbecues and other gatherings. It was here a famous 
barbecue was given in 1824 in honor of Gen. Andrew Jackson, (That 
was the first time I ever saw the great hero, My uncle Jno. H. 
Morgan, introduced him,) It was at the Crooked Spring camp 
meeting that the venerable Robert Donnell sounded the Gospel 
Trumpet calling sinners to repent, 


From the Crooked Spring the surveying party moved down the river 
to the mouth of Cane Creek, crossed over and camped on a high 
bluff where they met a party waiting for them by appointment. 
They all crossed over Elk River and traveled east exploring the 
country until they came to where Winchester now is, and from 
there they again returned to headquarters,
